Kansas City, Mo„ April 1.— “ The 
time is coming when the Jew s will 
be a great nation again and their flag 
Wil fly over Palestine, which will he 
owned by the Jews, a great free eoun- 
Iry with universal brotherhood and 
cooperation thronghont the land.” 
Dr. N. Syrkin, the head 
of 
the 
movement to bring the Jew s back to 
Palestine, and author of many social 
Istic, economic an d ' political works, 
made this-statement yesterday while 
laFklng to a visitor in this city. 
Dr. Syrkin is a Russian Jew by 
birth, but spent nearly all bis life in 
Berlin, Germany, twenty years as a 
student and teacher in the University 
of ¡Berlin. 
His works on socialistic and eco- 
ncmic subjects are used as authori­ 
ties by the followers of these sub­ 
jects. 
He is a close friend of Israel 
Zangrwill, the author, and of Prof. 
Pranz Oppenheimer, the economic au­ 
thority. 
He is in Kansas Ciiy to atldress his 
race at the Jewish Educational insti­ 
tute, Admiral iKtulevard and Harrison 
street, on “ W hat Modern Nationalism 
Is.” 
The great dream of his life is to 
see a new Judea. 
And he believes 
he will live to see it. 
“ There are 100,(HTO Jews in Pales­ 
tine today,” he said, “ and the major­ 
ity of them are prosi)erous farmers. 
They work on the cooperative ])lan 
and are rapidly forging ahead. 
The 
movement to create a nation where 
was the old and glorious one is the 
salvation of the starving, downtrod­ 
den Jew today. 
In Russia, Germany, 
Poland and France, and in the east­ 
ern part of the United States there 
are hundreds of thousands of my peo­ 
ple in the direst poverty. 
“ They need help. 
It would be a 
saving of untold misery if we could 
get Ibem back to the home of their 
fathers.

A. Kenyon, an American, has applied 
to the Mexican governnient for per­ 
mission to hunt for the treasures of 
the Aztec emperors, the wdiereab oms 
of which he claims to have discovered 
through an Aztec code» in is posses­ 
sion. 
In this document, 
wiiich 
is 
claimed to deal exclusively with tlu* 
hidden wealth, there is reference to 
pots of })ure gold, solid gold chains, 
the diadems of the Montezunias and 
a fab ulously rich necklace of gold and 
iirecious 
chalcliiuhuites—(he 
rarest 
of gems. 
According to Mr. Kenyon 
their hiding place is also indicated, 
b eing one of the many caves in the 
vicinity of Texococo. 
So far the Mexican government has 
taken no action in the matter. 
Lie. 
Sierra, the secretary of 
pub lic 
in­ 
struction, has advised ing^ Leopoldo 
Batres, inspector of archeological af­ 
fairs, to take the case under con­ 
sideration. A few’ days ago the latter 
and Mr. Kenyon had a conference 
at San Juan Teoiihuacaii, the results 
of which have as yet not b een pub ­ 
lished. 
In the meautinie the Aztec 
codex in question has b een placed in 
the strongest vault in the City of 
Mexico. 
In order to reach the cave in which 
the treasure is said to b e hidden it 
will he necessary to drive a long tini- 
nei in a mountain. 
Jlr. Kenyon has 
offered the Mexican government all 
finds of arcb eoogical value that may 
he made, b eing content with the pots 
of gold and the gold chains as his 
share.

court. 
Justice Harlan only b eing his senior. 
David .Tosiah Brewer was b orn in 
Smyrna, Tsia Minor, June 20, 1837, 
where his father,

Brewer, had gone as 
a 
missionary. 
He was graduated from Yale in 1850 
and from the Alb any law school two 
years later. Following the movement 
of population westward, he removed 
to Leavenworth, Kas., wiiere he lived 
until he went to live in Washington, 
after his appointment to the supreme 
b ench. 
In 1801, Mr. Brewer was ap­ 
pointed United States commissioner.

1884 he was appointed judge of the 
United States circuit court for the 
Eighth district. He was appointed as­ 
sociate justice of the United States 
supreme court on 
Decemb er, 
1889, 
b y 
President 
Benjamin 
Harrison.

Brew'er 
w*as 
commis­ 
sioned Decemb er 
18, 
1889. 
Justice 
Brewer was the fifty-second man ap­ 
pointed associate justice and his ap­ 
pointment was confirmed b y a vote of 
flfty-tw'o senators. 
Justice Brewrer married twice. His 
first wife, Mrs. Louise L. Brewer, was 
b orn in Burlington, Vt.

April eggs are each year stored for 
the long hold, to bo kept to su pply 
the deficiency in November and De­ 
cember. 
This is done for very good 
reasons. 
AprB or early spring eggs 
are “good keepers;” su mmer eggs as 
a ru le are not in good enou gh condi­ 
tion-to store. 
“Until now the early 
eggs have been withdrawn from stor­ 
age only for fine trade,” Mr. Mande­ 
ville said, “bu t before long I expect 
to see more of the spring stored eggs 
u sed for the su mmer trade, especially 
when the egg produ cers improve their 
methods of handling their produ ct. 
Probably an average of 7,000,000 eggs 
e day are received in Chicago du ring 
these W'eeks of egg produ ction,” added 
President Mandeville. “That is abou t 
fifty car loads. 
A car contains 400 
cases and a case contains 30 dozen, or 
260 eggs. Fifty car loads contain 20,- 
000 cases. 
There have been times 
when the Chicago receipts reached 
40,000 case.s in one day. 
“When the receipts in the spring 
reach 20,000 rases per day the cold 
storage men start to pu t aw'ay the 
eggs for u se in the fall and early 
winter when the su pply, as the fig­ 
u res show, greatly falls below the de­ 
mand. 
In Chicago the normal aver- 
a.?e egg appetite calls for abou t 
2,- 
000,000 eggs pe ' day; the spring appe­ 
tite is considerably more, seldom fail­ 
ing below 3,000,000. In addition great 
q u antities of eggs are shipped from 
Chicago to other points where the 
same spring appetite is in working

Interes ting Information for the Ama­ 
teur Gardener. 


When the birds come, tha grasa 
tu rns green, and for the first tim© 
since the long winter the amateu r 


gardener can go eoatless, the lu st for 
digging and planting comes. 
Dig as 
deep as you can, provided the grou nd 
is not wet and soggy. 
Bu t beware of 
planting too early. 
Dig in manu re, lots of it, bu t bp 
su re it is well rotted. 
Green manu re 
is poison to plants. 
No garden evpr 
was du g too often or too deep. 
Dig­ 
ging makes the garden glad and gives 
fine crops later. 
Bu t when in dou bt 
abou t it being time to plant, do not 
plant. 
It is a mistake to plant seeds or 
set ou t plants in a w'et, cold soil. With 
few' exceptions they will not grow. 
At best they will lie dormant.
